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W elcome to Issue 39 of Back To

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 8/10/1974) 
Yet, instead of simply taking 
training in how to " manage " as 
GBC commissioners, these men 
decided to become successors and 
thought they were the "Lord of all 
I survey", and this indeed did be- 
come a "dangerous conspiracy" to 
hijack the Society. 

From these examples we are 
taught a very important lesson. 


SrTla Prabhupada's unprecedented 
success in spreading Krsna con-

— just over 1 0 years. Yet, it is abso- 
lutely amazing how, in such a short 
space of time, SrTla Prabhupada 
encountered and dealt with all the 
different situations and deviations 
which we seem to be experiencing 
now, over 40 years on. It was as if 
Krsna deliberately arranged eve- 
rything in this way so as to enable 
SrTla Prabhupada's teachings and 
instructions to act as a guide for 
ISKCON, not just for when he was 
physically present, but for the en- 
tire lifetime of ISKCON. 

Another prophetic example 
of this is highlighted on page 7 of 
this issue. There, we give an exam- 
ple of ISKCON's leadership utilis- 
ing different musical talents in the 
form of a pop band, orchestra and 
choir in the name of "spreading 
Krsna consciousness".

Therefore we do 
not stress so much importance 


on these different musical tal- 
ents. Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu 
is God Himself. Had He thought 
it would have been better to 
spread Krsna consciousness by 
another way He would have 
done so. [...] There is no need 
for us to try and add anything to 
this simple method. It will only 
be a distraction."

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Srila Prabhupada’s Order v. Lies 


I t is very easy to "prove" anyth- 
ing if you simply lie and fabri- 
cate evidence. Below we present 
some shocking case studies of 
how blatant lies have been used 
in the desperate attempt to sup- 
port the idea that Srlla Prabhupa- 
da ordered successor gurus. 

No contradiction, just a lie 

"but then if Prabhupada's your 
guru, then who's going to train you, 
who's going to guide you? When you 
have questions, just like you'll find 
that there are contradictions, appar- 
ent contradictions within Sri la Prab- 
hupada's teachings, just like this one, 
that guru should be on the topmost 
platform, but then Prabhupada said 
that, 'You all initiate'. He told his dis- 
ciples. Does that mean that Srila 
Prabhupada didn't know that all 
his disciples were ...he was unaware 
that they weren't all mahabhagava- 
tas? Does that mean, or what does it 
mean ? That's what we're discussing. 
So there's one kind of apparent con- 
tradiction. There are so many." 
(Bhakti Vikasa Swami/"BVKS" Lec- 
ture, 4/2/2013) 

To support the guru hoax, GBC- 
elected ISKCON guru BVKS claims: 

1) Srlla Prabhupada says gurus 
should be on the topmost plat- 
form. 

2) Srlla Prabhupada says: "You all 
initiate". 

3) Since all his disciples were not 
mahabhagavatas, this is an appar- 
ent contradiction. 

4) You need a diksa guru other 
than Srlla Prabhupada to answer 
questions about Srlla Prabhupada's 
"contradictions". 

The whole argument rests on 
BVKS's claim 2), that Srlla Prab- 
hupada stated: "You all initiate". If 
Srlla Prabhupada did not state this, 
then there is no "contradiction" for 
a successor guru to Srlla Prabhupa- 
da to explain. And Srlla Prabhupa- 
da never did state this. One can 
search the Bhaktivedanta Veda- 
base and verify that Srlla Prab- 
hupada never said: "You all initiate". 


Thus, both this "quote" and the "ap- 
parent contradiction" have simply 
been fabricated by BVKS! 

More fabrication 

"If you want to quote Prabhupa- 
da directly, Prabhupada said 'My 
only mistake was that I initiated so 
many unqualified people'. [. . .] So the 
argument that, well, 'Prabhupada 
couldn't have wanted that because 
Prabhupada, he wouldn't be such 
a fool as to make gurus out of peo- 
ple who weren't qualified'. Well, then 
you could say that about Prabhupa- 
da himself initiating, making disci- 
ples out of unqualified people."

BVKS claims the objection that 
Srlla Prabhupada would not have 
authorised unqualified gurus is 
countered by claiming that SrT- 
la Prabhupada initiated unqual- 
ified people. To support this the- 
ory, BVKS claims that if we "quote 
Prabhupada directly", SrTla Prab- 
hupada will state: "My only mis- 
take was that I initiated so many 
unqualified people". But one can 
search the Bhaktivedanta Veda- 
base and verify that this is not a 
direct quote from Srlla Prabhupa- 
da. Thus, this is yet another SrTla 
Prabhupada "quote" that has sim- 
ply been fabricated by BVKS! 

I am a liar 

"Prabhupada's purport to Mad- 
hya-llla, verse 130, [...] I got the orig- 
inal transcript of this and there are 
mistakes in Prabhupada's books 
made by his editors, especially in 
the Caitanya-caritamrta, which was 
a rush job [...] because Prabhupada 
dictated and the transcribers heard 
it and typed it and then they edited. 
That should be 'It is best not to ac- 
cept many disciples' not 'any disci- 
ples'. One letter makes a lot of dif- 
ference." 

(BVKS Lecture, 9/2/2009) 

BVKS claims: 

1) He has seen the original tran- 
script of Srlla Prabhupada's dicta- 
tion for Caitanya-caritamrta, Mad- 


hya-lila, verse 1 30. 

2) The Caitanya-caritamrta was a 
rush job and, therefore, the edi- 
tors did not print what Srlla Prab- 
hupada had dictated. 

3) The editors incorrectly changed 
"many disciples" to "any disciples". 

However, a few years later, BV- 
KS tells a different story: 

"Srila Prabhupada's purport to 
Cc Madhya, 7.130: 

'One should not try to be an ar- 
tificially advanced devotee, think- 
ing, "lam a first-class devotee." Such 
thinking should be avoided. It is best 
not to accept any disciples.' 

In the present edition of the 
Vedabase, this has been changed to: 

'One should not try to be an ar- 
tificially advanced devotee, think- 
ing "I am a first-class devotee, so it 
is best not to accept any disciples." 
Such thinking should be avoided.' 

[...] I have seen the original 
transcript of Srila Prabhupada's dic- 
tation of this section of his commen- 
tary, and it is clear that the editors at 
that time mistakenly rendered this 
part as it was first published. It is un- 
surprising that errors like this were 
made in the marathon to publish 
eighteen books in two months." 
(BVKS, 29/1/2013) 

BVKS claims, as before, that: 

1) He has seen the original trans- 
cript of SrTla Prabhupada's dictat- 
ion for Caitanya-caritamrta, Mad- 
hya-lila, verse 1 30. 

2) The Caitanya-caritamrta was a 
rush job and, therefore, the editors 
did not print what SrTla Prabhupa- 
da had dictated. 

Only now: 

3) The phrase "any disciples" is ac- 
tually correct! One letter was not 
missed off from "many". Instead, 
the error now is something en- 
tirely different, with a whole sen- 
tence having^been moved to the 
wrong place. 

By BVKS's own testimony, if he 
was telling the truth in 2009, he is 
lying now, and if he is telling the 
truth now, he was lying then! So 
by his own claims, he has lied at 


least once. In fact, there is no evi- 
dence that either of his stories are 
true, since this"original transcript" 
of SrTla Prabhupada's dictation, 
which BVKS cannot read without 
lying, has never been produced. 

Fake list 

Such fake claims are not rest- 
ricted just to BVKS, but prevalent 
throughout ISKCON's leadership. 
This is GBC member Badrinaray- 
an Dasa ("BAD"): 

"If Srila Prabhupada had want- 
ed Vaisnavi dTksa gurus as part of 
ISKCON's culture, why did he not 
put even one Vaisnavi on the list of 
gurus he named? Even one name on 
that list would have made all the dif- 
ference — but Srila Prabhupada did 
not. [...] What makes me take this 
unpopular stance is the simple fact 
that Srila Prabhupada did not do it. 

I am obliged by fidelity to what I be- 
lieve he wanted." 

(BAD, Text PAMHO:24768239) 

BAD claims that the absence of 
females ("VaisnavTs") on "the list of 
gurus" SrTla Prabhupada "named", 
means that SrTla Prabhupada did 
not ever want female gurus. But 
SrTla Prabhupada never named 
any list of gurus, male or female. 
One can search the Bhaktivedanta 
Vedabase and verify that no such 
list exists (a list of rtviks who would 
accept devotees as "initiated dis- 
ciples of SrTla Prabhupada", dated 
July 9th, 1 977, does exist — but a 
list of gurus does not). Therefore, 
according to his own logic, BAD 
has to accept that SrTla Prabhupa- 
da never wanted any diksa gurus, 
male or female*. And BAD states he 
is "obliged by fidelity" to accept 
such a conclusion. 

Conclusion 

Do not accept the lies of the 
guru hoaxers. Check and verify all 
their claims with our actual source 
of authority, SrTla Prabhupada's re- 
corded statements, and thereby re- 
main in the"Prabhupada-Only Par- 
adigm" (POP).

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Lord Caitanya’s Order to “Become Guru” 



I n the Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, 
Lord Caitanya orders the brah- 
mana Kurma to "become a spirit- 
ual master" (Madhya-lila, 7:128), 
and SrTla Prabhupada repeated 
this order to "become guru" many 
times. In the preceding article, we 
<i analysed how SrTla Prabhupada's 
statements following this verse 
(purport, Madhya-lila, 7:1 30) have 
been altered. SrTla Prabhupada's 
direction that "it is best not to 
accept any disciples" has been 
moved to make it appear as 
though SrTla Prabhupada is actu- 
ally advising that this is a direction 
we should not follow. This book 
change is then used to claim that 
this "become guru" order now ap- 
plies to becoming a diksa guru 
and thus supports ISKCON's sys- 
tem of successor gurus. 

However, a full analysis of Lord 
Caitanya's order will demonstrate 
that even this book change will 
not rescue the guru hoax. (Empha- 
ses in the following quotes have 
been added). 

Stay at home 

In the purport to the order to 
"become a spiritual master" SrTla 
Prabhupada explains that this re- 
quires that one must stay at home: 

"The Krsna consciousness mo- 
vement is trying to elevate hu- 
man society to the perfection 
of life by pursuing the meth- 
od described by Sri Caitanya 
Mahaprabhu in His advice to the 
brahmana Kurma. That is, one 
should stay at home, chant the 
Hare Krsna mantra and preach 
the instructions of Krsna as they 
are given in the Bhagavad-gita 
and Srimad-Bhagavatam 
(Cc, Madhya-lila , 7:128, purport) 

Friends and relatives 

Given that this order to "bec- 
ome guru" requires that one stay 
at home, one's preaching will con- 
sist of instructing one's family and 
friends: 

"One only has to follow the 


instruction of Sri Caitanya Ma- 
haprabhu, chant the Hare Krsna 
maha-mantra and instruct rela- 
tives and friends in the teach- 
ings of the Bhagavad-gita and 
Srimad-Bhagavatam ." 

(Cc, Madhya-lila, 7:130, purport) 

Stay in full-time job 

In addition to staying in one's 
location, one can also remain in 
one's material occupation: 

"Nor is it necessary for one to 
change status. One may remain 
a householder, a medical practi- 
tioner. an engineer or whatever . 
It doesn't matter." 

(Cc, Madhya-lila, 7:130, purport) 

Stay householder 

SrTla Prabhupada explains that 
this order to become spiritual mas- 
ter means that one should become 
an ideal householder: 

"If this principle is followed 
by everyone, there is no need 
to accept sannyasa. In the next 
verse Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu 
advises everyone to become an 
ideal householder by offense- 
lessly chanting the Hare Krsna 
mantra and teaching the same 
principle to everyone he meets." 
(Cc, Madhya-lila, 7:127, purport) 

No qualification 

SrTla Prabhupada explains that 
this order from Lord Caitanya to 
become guru" requires no qualifi- 
cation; it requires only that one re- 
peat 3 things: 

"Therefore Caitanya Maha- 
prabhu ... Yaredekha, tarekaha 
'krsna'-upadesa: "You become 
guru. No qualification required . 
Simply you repeat what Krsna 
has said." [...] Anyone can do 
it, even a child. (Laughs). Our 
Syamasundara's daughter. She 
was preaching, "Do you know 
Krsna?" [...] Even a child like Sar- 
asvati, she can preach. [...] But 
these three words, that "Krsna 
is the Supreme Lord; you are 
servant; and chant Hare Krsna" 


— bas, preaching complete. Very 
simple thing and the sublime in- 
struction. Everyone can become 
g uru by simply teaching these 
three words." 

(Srila Prabhupada, Room Conversa- 
tion, 26/1/1977) 

Everyone already ordered 

Lord Caitanya did not even re- 
quire that the brahmana Kurma 
first become initiated before be- 
coming a guru. And Lord Caitanya 
also repeated the same order to 
'become spiritual master" to any 
and every person he met, without 
discrimination or prerequisite: 

"While on His tour, Sri Caita- 
nya Mahaprabhu would spend 
the night at a temple or on the 
roadside. Whenever He accept- 
ed food from a person. He would 
give him the same advice He 
gave the brahmana named Kur- 
ma." 

(Cc, Madhya-lila, 7:1 31 -32) 

Thus, as SrTla Prabhupada ex- 
plains, Lord Caitanya has already 
ordered everyone to become guru: 

"The Lord has ordered every- 
one to become a guru (Cc. Mad- 
hya 7 MB)". 

(Cc, Madhya-lila, 15:41, purport) 

Therefore, in addition to no 
qualification, no further authori- 
sation is required to take up this 
role as guru. 

Summary 

This order to "become spiritual 
master" speaks about: 

1) Staying at home. 

2 ) Staying in one's material occu- 
pation. 

3) Staying as a householder. 

4) Instructing friends and relatives. 

5) Not requiring any qualification 
(not even initiation), other than be- 
ing able to repeat 3 things. 

6) Everyone is already ordered. 

It is so obvious that this is 
not an order for one to become a 
good as God" diksa guru that, as 
we will now see, even ISKCON's 
leadership accepts this! 


Even GBC accepts! 

a) If the GBC accepted that 
this order from Lord Caitanya was 
an order for diksa gurus, then they 
would call for all ISKCON Life Mem- 
bers and congregational support- 
ers who preached to their fami- 
lies to be immediately declared 
ISKCON diksa gurus. But they have 
only called for their money! 

b) Although this order to be- 
come guru requires no qualifica- 
tion other than the ability to state 
3 things, the GBC insist that to 
actually become a diksa guru re- 
quires that a whole raft of at least 

1 9 "mandatory qualifications" are 
satisfied. These include everything 
from freedom from "attachment to 
kamini-kahcana" (sex objects and 
wealth), to "knowledge and un- 
derstanding of sastra". (GBC Reso- 
lutions, 2010). 

c) Although "everyone" has al- 
ready been authorised to become 
such a guru (and also qualified, as 
long as they can repeat 3 things), 
the GBC insist that to be a diksa 
guru still requires specific author- 
isation from them. This has meant 
that after 35 years, only a very re- 
stricted group of around ten doz- 
en men have ever been authorised 
to act in this capacity. 

d) We have previously docu- 
mented 4 ISKCON gurus — Tamala 
Krsna Goswami, Hridayananda 
Dasa Goswami, Bhakti Charu 
Swami and Partha-Sarathi Dasa 
Goswami — admitting that this 
order from Lord Caitanya does not 
apply to diksa gurus — see here: 
www.iskconirm.com/diksa 

Conclusion 

Therefore, this order to "bec- 
ome guru" is not an order for "as 
good as God" diksa gurus. Hence, 
even changing SrTla Prabhupada's 
books to eliminate the direction 
that "it is best not to accept any 
disciples" (which, as shown above, 
is actually consistent with the ex- 
planation of this order), will still 
not salvage the guru hoax.

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Process of Purification v. 


Result of Purification 


T he preceding article docum- 
ented that one is able to take 
up Lord Caitanya's order to "be- 
come guru" without needing any 
qualification other than the abil- 
ity to repeat three basic truths — 
Krsna is God, you are His servant 
and chant Hare Krsna. Indeed, this 
order to "become guru" is actually 
nothing more than an order to take 
up the very basics of Krsna con- 
sciousness; chanting Hare Krsna 
and preaching: 

"One has to become purified 
at home by chanting the Hare 
Krsna maha-mantra and preach- 
ing the principles enunciated by 
Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu.Thus 
one can become a spiritual mas- 
ter and be freed from the con- 
tamination of material life." 

(Cc, Madhya-lila, 7:1 30, purport) 
Thus, it is no surprise that Lord 
Caitanya orders everyone to "be- 
come guru", since everyone is sup- 
posed to chant Hare Krsna and 
take up Krsna consciousness! This 
act of "becoming guru" is, there- 
fore, actually a process of purifica- 
tion — "one has to become puri- 
fied at home" — which will lead to 
one becoming "freed from the con- 
tamination of material life." Hence, 
it can not be an order to act as if 
one is already purified and thus 
be worshipped "as good as God" 
(. saksad-hari ), or as a diksa guru. 
Being a process of purification, the 
"become guru" order is followed to 
progress in Krsna consciousness 
and achieve the liberated stage of 
chanting offenselessly: 

"In the next verse Sri Caitan- 
ya Mahaprabhu advises every- 
one to become an ideal house- 
holder by offenselessly chanting 
the Hare Krsna mantra ". 

(Cc, Madhya-lila , 7:1 27) 

A GBC statement issued on 
9/3/201 3 confuses the non-liber- 
ated status of a person undergo- 
ing the process of purification with 
the liberated results of that purifi- 
cation. Thus, it falsely claims that 
the 2 quotes analysed below state 


that diksa gurus can be "strictly fol- 
lowing" but "not yet be liberated", 
in a vain hope to justify their non- 
liberated diksa guru program. 

Liberated soul's direction 

" Consequently we have to 
take direction from liberat- 

ed persons. (P This Krsna con- 
sciousness movement directly 
receives instructions from the 
Supreme Personality of God- 
head via persons who are strict- 
ly following His instructions. (2) 
Although a follower may not be 
a liberated person, if he follows 
the supreme, liberated Person- 

ality of Godhead, his actions are 
naturally liberated (3) from the 
contamination of the material 
nature. Lord Caitanya therefore 
says: "By My order you may be- 
come a spiritual master." One can 
immediately become a spiritual 

master by having full faith in the 

transcendental words of the Su- 

preme Personality of Godhead 
and by following His instructions 

(4) . Materialistic men are not in- 
terested in taking directions 
from a liberated person [...] Be- 
cause the entire world is now fol- 
lowing the imperfect directions 
of conditioned souls, humani- 

ty is completely bewildered (5) ." 
(Srimad Bhagavatam, 4:1 8:5) 

In the quote above, for refer- 
ence we have numbered and un- 
derlined the key sections. Both the 
beginning and end of the quote, 
statements (1) and (5), state that 
the whole purpose of the quote is 
to emphasise that direction must 
only be received from liberated, 
rather than conditioned souls. 
Consequently, the persons whom 
statement (2) states ISKCON is re- 
ceiving directions from, must be 
liberated, in order for statement 
(2) to be consistent with the very 
statement that just preceded it, 
statement (1). These liberated per- 
sons are said to be "strictly follow- 
ing" the instructions of Krsna, the 
Supreme Personality of Godhead. 


Therefore, "strictly following" must 
be a characteristic of those who 
are liberated. Statement (3) then 
gives the process of purification 
that leads a non-liberated person 
to transition to becoming liberat- 
ed. Thus, by following Krsna, a noa- 
liberated person's actions will be- 
come liberated from the "contam- 
ination of material nature". And 
from statement (2), we already 
know that when this following be- 
comes "strict", then all the actions 
will be liberated, since such a per- 
son is liberated. Statement (4) fol- 
lows on from (3), by giving such a 
process of purification — following 
Lord Caitanya's order to "become 
guru", which, as we saw in the last 
section, allows a person to also be 
freed from the "contamination of 
material life". 

Hence, this quote emphasises 
the importance of only taking di- 
rection from those who are liber- 
ated (statements 1, 2 and 5), and 
gives the process by which non-lib- 
erated persons can become puri- 
fied to become liberated (state- 
ments 3 and 4). 

Sadhana-siddha gurus 

"On the whole, you may know 
that he is not a liberated person, 
and therefore, he cannot initiate 

any person to Krishna Conscious- 

ness (1) . [...] Generally the spirit- 
ual master comes from the group 
of such eternal associates (2) of 
the Lord; but anyone who follows 
the principles of such ever liber- 

ated persons is as good as one in 
the above mentioned group (3) . 

[...] A person who is liberated 
acharya and guru cannot com- 
mit any mistake, but there are 
persons who are less qualified 
or not liberated (4), but still can 
act as guru and acharya by strict: 
ly following the disciplic succes- 

sion (5). " 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 26/4/1968) 

In this quote, again the key 
sections have been underlined 
and numbered for reference. The 


first statement (1), makes it clear 
that a diksa guru must be a liber- 
ated soul. Statement (2) refers to 
a nitya-siddha ("there are many 
devotees who are eternal serv- 
ants of the Lord. They are spe- 
cifically known as nitya-siddha, 
eternally perfect" — Cc, Madhya- 
lila, 5:113). Statements (4) and (5) 
speak of a person who is not yet 
liberated, but can become lib- 
erated by "strictly following" — 
called a sadhana-siddha ("sadha- 
na-siddha, perfection attained 
by executing devotional service 
according to the rules and regu- 
lations" — Cc, Adi-lila, 8:5). Thus, 
statements (4) and (5) repeat what 
is stated in (3), that those who fol- 
low the liberated souls (sadhana- 
siddha) can become as good as 
those who are already liberated 
(nitya-siddha). 

Thus, this quote repeats one 
of the conclusions seen in the 
previous quote: that a non-liber- 
ated person transitions to becom- 
ing liberated by "strictly following". 
Hence, with the first statement (1) 
of the quote having established 
that a diksa guru must be liberat- 
ed, the rest of the quote can not 
possibly be stating the completely 
contradictory non-liberated diksa 
guru conclusion. Rather, it merely 
states that diksa gurus will be lib- 
erated, whether they are nitya-sid- 
dha or sadhana-siddha. 

Conclusion 

In contradiction to the GBC's 
claims, neither of these two quotes 
promotes the idea that a diksa 
guru who is "following strictly" is 
non-liberated. Rather, both quotes 
explicitly emphasise the opposite 
— the need to only follow, take di- 
rection from, and be initiated by a 
liberated person. Though non-lib- 
erated diksa gurus are not sanc- 
tioned by SrTla Prabhupada, as we 
have documented repeatedly else- 
where, SrTla Prabhupada did not 
authorise any successor diksa gu- 
rus, even if liberated.

Racial attacks continue 

An email sent out in January 
2013 by one Madhudvisa Dasa, 
with the subject heading "Every- 
one is Lying to You" stated: 

"The other, more insidious 
motivation, is that Krishna Kant 


is of South Indian descent and 
the Indian brahmanas, particu- 
larly the South Indian brah- 
manas are very upset at Sri- 
la Prabhupada and ISKCON for 
making westerners Vaisnavas 
and worse still making western- 
ers sannyasis and gurus.

Thus, those opposed to SrTla 
Prabhupada's status as ISKCON's 
diksa guru have come up with the 
following conflicting racial theo- 
ries: 

1) Jayadvaita Swami insisting 
that I must be wrong in relation to 
the GBC due to being a "Gujarati 
guy" (of Western Indian origin) — 
please see BTP 34; 

2) ISKCON Nairobi's spokesper- 
son claiming that BTP opposes 
ISKCON's gurus due to myself be- 
ing of British birth and culture — 
please see BTP 37; 

3) And now, that I am promot- 
ing SrTla Prabhupada as ISKCON's 
only diksa guru due to being of 
South Indian descent! 

Thus, they are unable to even 
settle on the same racial theory. We 
await to see which theory based 
on bodily considerations will be 
conjured up next in a desperate at- 
tempt to attack the idea that SrT- 
la Prabhupada is ISKCON's diksa 
guru.

The above photos illustrate 
some of the non-devotional activ- 
ities that took place at this year's 
Durban, South Africa Ratha-yatra; 
marching bands, different dancing 
displays, circus acts, etc. Indeed, no 
longer was Lord Krsna in His form 
as Jagannatha, the Lord of the Uni- 
verse, the main attraction. Rather, 
as can be seen from the promo- 
tional flyer for the festival, the main 
attraction was a pop band and a 
Philharmonic Orchestra: 



SrTla Prabhupada wrote: 

"Why was Gaura-Nitai and 
Radha-Krsna Deities put on the 
Ratha cart in Chicago? Who has 
sanctioned this? This is not au- 
thorized. It does not mean that 
we shall make Rathayatra a con- 
glomeration. Everything should 
be done by proper sanction. 
[...] With regard to your ques- 


tion about Bengali style kirtana 
and mrdanga playing, one or 
two styles is best. To introduce 
more styles is not good. It will 
become an encumbrance. Who 
is that Krsna das Babaji who is 
teaching? If we introduce so 
much emphasis on style of kir- 
tana, then simply imitation will 
go on. Devotional emotion is the 
main thing. If we give stress to 
instrument and style then atten- 
tion will be diverted to the style. 
That will be spiritual loss." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 30/6/1976) 
When SrTla Prabhupada would 
not even sanction putting a dif- 
ferent deity form of Krsna on the 
Ratha cart as authorised — con- 
demning such changes to make 
Ratha-yatra a "conglomeration" — 
it is clear that the above illustrat- 
ed "conglomeration" of alterna- 
tive culture and entertainment is 
also not authorised. Furthermore, 
the introduction of a "Philharmon- 
ic Orchestra"and a pop band (and 
KwaMashu Choir) is clearly giving 
emphasis to "instrument and style" 
over simple kirtana, which SrT- 
la Prabhupada states above is an 
"encumbrance". SrTla Prabhupada 
further states that the ultimate re- 
sult of such emphasis on manufac- 
tured musical entertainments will 
be "spiritual loss". 
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An ex-Temple President 
writes 

H Many thanks Prabhu. Please ac- 
cept my humble obeisances. All 
glories to SrTla Prabhupada! 

The disgrace which passes for 
ISKCON GBC management at pre- 
sent is quite appalling. As temple 
president of Melbourne Radha 
Vallabha Mandir for 14 years un- 
til 1 990, we went through 6 GBCs 
all falling away for various reasons, 
however the most recent in the 
notorious line-up, Paul Burrows, 
a.k.a. Prabhavisnu Godas 3 , I con- 
sider the worst as he cheated his 
so-called "disciples" ... (how can 
you have disciples when you're 
not a Guru), lied over so many 
years about his illicit sex affairs in 
Bangkok, and cheated by stealing 
money (so-called "daksine") which 
should have gone to SrTla Prab- 
hupada and temple use, instead 
of making him wealthy as so many 
others have also done. 

Then he has the hide (no- 
shame) to blame it on his devo- 
tional workload and tender his 
"resignation" after he has been ex- 
posed by his own misguided fol- 
lowers.

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Debunking The Illness Initiation Myth 


O n page 6 we addressed the 
long-standing myth that SrTla 
Prabhupada had sanctioned non- 
liberated diksa gurus. Through a 
detailed analysis, this myth was 
thoroughly debunked. Another 
much repeated myth is the idea 
that SrTla Prabhupada authorised 
the representational (rtvik} system 
of initiation only because he was 
ill. An example of this myth is the 
following recent GBC statement: 

"It is documented that on 
July 7, 1977, Srlla Prabhupada 
discussed how devotees who 
had been waiting for initiation 
could be initiated during his 
illness. At that time, Srlla Prab- 
hupada named specific senior 
disciples who would initiate on 
his behalf during his illness. 
Two days later, the July 9 letter 
was written to inform devotees 
about the July 7 conversation 
and these instructions of Srila 
Prabhupada." 

(GBC letter to Bangalore devotees, 
9/3/2013) 

Below we provide a detailed 
analysis which thoroughly deb- 
unks this myth. The quotes in the 
shaded boxes are from the July 
7th, 1 977 room conversation, with 
all emphases added. 

Initiation stoppage 

Tamala Krsna: "We're receiving a 
number of letters now, and these 
are people who want to get initi- 
ated. So up until now, since your 
becoming ill, we asked them to 
wait. [...] I mean, one thing is that 
it's said that the spiritual mas- 
ter takes on the ... You know, he 
takes on the ... He has to cleanse 
the disciple by . . . So we don't want 
that you should have to ... Your 
health is not so good, so that 
should not be ... That's whv we've 
been asking everybody to wait r. . .1 
Some devotees are writing you 
now for second initiation, and I'm 
writing them to wait a while be- 
cause you're not well." 


Tamala Krsna ("TKG") states. 

a) All initiations have been 
stopped due to the concern of 
TKG and other devotees over SrT- 
la Prabhupada's health ("we don't 
want that you should have to"). 

b) This concern of theirs is that 
after the spiritual master takes 
disciples he has to cleanse them 
spiritually and SrTla Prabhupada's 
health may be adversely affect- 
ed by this task (“that's why we've 
been asking everybody to wait"). 

Initiations resumed 

Tamala Krsna: "We're receiving a 
number of letters now, and these 
are people who want to get initiat- 
ed. So up until now, since your be- 
coming ill, we asked them to wait." 
Srila Prabhupada: "The local, 
mean, senior sannyasis can do 
that." 

Tamala Krsna: “[...] So should 
that process be resumed, or should 
we. . .? I mean, one thing is that it's 
said that the spiritual master takes 
on the [. . .] That's why we've been 
asking everybody to wait. I just 
want to know if we should contin- 
ue to wait some more time." 

Srila Prabhupada:"No, the senior 
sannyasis.." 

Having heard the health con- 
cern for why the initiations were 
stopped, SrTla Prabhupada imme- 
diately rejects it and asks that ini- 
tiations be resumed. He wants to 
continue initiating, and thus does 
not accept that his health will not 
be able to take the effects of con- 
tinuing to accept disciples. 

Last aspect devolved 

Tamala Krsna: "That's what we 
were doing ... I mean, formerly 
we were . . . the local GBC, sannya- 
sis, were chanting on their beads, 
and they were writing to Your Di- 
vine Grace, and you were giving a 
spiritual name. [...] I just want to 
know if we should continue to wait 
some more time." 


Srila Prabhupada:"No, the senior 
sannyasis [...]" 

Tamala Krsna: "So supposing 
someone is in America, should 
they simply write directly to KTr- 
tanananda or Satsvarupa?" 

Srila Prabhupada: “Nearby." 

Up until this time, as explained 
above, the initiation system had 
been largely devolved to the sen- 
ior sannyasis, with SrTla Prabhupa- 
da only giving a spiritual name. SrT- 
la Prabhupada states that the sen- 
ior sannyasis can resume the initia- 
tion system, and now give the spir- 
itual name as well. 

Summary 

1 . The issue of health was only 
relevant to why the leaders had 
stopped initiations. 

2. Even then the health issue 
was not SrTla Prabhupada's physi- 
cal capacity to continue initiating, 
but the health effects from spirit- 
ually "cleansing" future disciples. 

3. These health concerns were 
rejected and SrTla Prabhupada ask- 
ed that initiations be resumed. 

July 9th confirmation 

Thus, the July 7th conversation 
does not document, as the GBC 
falsely claimed, that the rtvik sys- 
tem was set up by SrTla Prabhupa- 
da only to initiate devotees “dur- 
ing his illness". Further, the July 9th 
directive, which sets out the rtvik 
system of initiating on SrTla Prab- 
hupada's behalf, makes zero men- 
tion that the system was set up 
only for during SrTla Prabhupada's 
illness. Indeed, it makes no men- 
tion of SrTla Prabhupada's illness 
at all. Rather, it only states that the 
system is for all initiations general- 
ly — "for the purpose of perform- 
ing initiations, bgth first initiation 
and second initiation". Ironically, 
here the GBC are defeated by their 
own statement. They claimed that 
"the July 9 letter was written to 
inform devotees about the July 7 
conversation and these instruc- 


tions of Srila Prabhupada "Since 
the July 9th directive makes no 
mention of the illness theory, they 
have to accept, by their own rea- 
soning, that the July 7th conversa- 
tion does not either! 

Unable to perform yajha 

Over 3 months later, SrTla Prab- 
hupada was unable to perform a 
fire yajha for someone who had 
travelled all the way from New York 
to Mayapur to be personally initi- 
ated by SrTla Prabhupada, and in 
response SrTla Prabhupada states: 

"So, deputies, Jayapataka's 
name was there? [...] So I de- 
pute him to do this at Mayapur, 
and you may go with him. I stop 
for the time being. [...] And if 
by Krsna's grace I recover from 
this condition, then I shall begin 
again, or I may not be pressed in 
this condition to initiate. It is not 
good." 

(Srila Prabhupada, Room Conversa- 
tion, 18/10/1977) 

The "stopping" here cannot re- 
fer to the representational (rtvik) 
system of initiation, since: 

a) The representational system 
of initiation had already been run- 
ning for over 3 months and had 
never been stopped. 

b) SrTla Prabhupada asks one 
of the rtviks, Jaya pataka, to per- 
form the initiation on his behalf. 

So the stopping and begin- 
ning again refer only to SrTla Prab- 
hupada physically performing in- 
itiation ceremonies himself, with 
initiations on his behalf continu- 
ing normally. 

Conclusion 

Hence, it is not that the repre- 
sentational initiation system was 
set up because of SrTla Prabhupa- 
da's illness. Rather, the leaders had 
stopped the initiations because of 
their concern for SrTla Prabhupa- 
da's health, and SrTla Prabhupada 
rejected this health concern and 
simply asked that initiations be 
immediately resumed. 
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Srila Prabhupada’s Orders v. “Tradition” 


simply implementing and manag- 
ing the orders Srila Prabhupada 
did give, most of the GBC became 
successor diksa gurus themselves! 

Acaryas differ 

Srila Prabhupada was not ob- 
ligated to order the same system 
for ISKCON that his Guru Mahara- 
ja gave for the Gaudlya Matha be- 
cause every deary a may have a dif- 
ferent method (emphases added): 

"Every acarya has a specific 
means of propagating his spir- 
itual movement with the aim 
of bringing men to Krsna con- 
sciousness. Therefore, the meth- 
od of one acarva may be differ- 
ent from that of another, but 


T he GBC accept that Srila Prab- 
hupada did not authorise any 
individual or individuals to be- 
come diksa guru in ISKCON. This 
is the case both for those who be- 
came the first 1 1 gurus in ISKCON 
("The Great Guru* Hoax - Part 1") — 
"Actually Prabhupada never 
appointed any gurus. He appoint- 
ed eleven rtviks. He never appoint- 
ed them gurus." 

(Tamala Krsna Goswami, 3/12/1980, 
quoted by ISKCON Journal 1 990, GBC 
Executive Committee) 

— as well as all subsequent 
ISKCON gurus ("The Great Guru 
Hoax - Part 2") — 

"Is this an outright fabrication 
or not? That Srila Prabhupada 'per- 
sonally detailed the procedure for 
increasing the number of initiat- 
ing gurufs]' is something we can 
only wish. Or falsely tell the Socie- 
ty he did." 

(Jayadvaita Swami email to, and ac- 
cepted by, the GBC, 1 3/1 2/2003) 

Hence, given this ground real- 
ity, "fixes" have been proposed to 
"make"d/7csd guru succession au- 
thorised, and thus keep the guru 
succession "dream" alive. 

The Gaudlya Matha 
system 

One attempt to circumvent 
the fact that no diksa guru authori- 
sation exists, is to claim that histor- 
ical precedence proves that no au- 
thorisation for diksa guru succes- 
sors is required. Thus, it is claimed: 

'Srila Prabhupada's own spir- 
itual master, Srila Bhaktisiddhan- 
ta Sarasvati Thakura, did not order 
any guru successors, thereby allow- 
ing anyone who deemed themselves 
qualified to become diksa guru suc- 
cessors. Thus, in not ordering any 
guru successors, Srila Prabhupa- 
da followed his own Guru Mahara- 
ja and instituted the same "anyone 
who thinks they are qualified" guru 
successor system.' 

However, it is not a fact that 
Srila Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati 
gave no order for how succession 


should take place. Rather, he gave 
a very specific succession order: 

"So his idea was amongst 
the members of GBC who would 
come out successful and self ef- 
fulgent acarya would be auto- 
matically selected." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 28/4/1974) 
"His idea was "Let them man- 
age; then whoever will be actual 
qualified for becoming acarya, 
they will elect."" 

(Room conversation, 21/9/1973) 

Thus Srila Bhaktisiddhanta's 
specific order for a successor was: 

That one self-effulgent person 
was to be elected by the GBC. 

Srila Prabhupada gave no 
such order 

Having established what Srila 
Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati Jhaku- 
ra's succession order actually was, 
we can also establish that Sri- 
la Prabhupada did not give the 
same order for ISKCON's GBC to 
elect a self-effulgent successor. No 
such order exists. Srila Prabhupa- 
da stated just 5 weeks before his 
departure that he had given "eve- 
rything in writing", so there would 
be no misunderstanding (empha- 
ses added): 

"I have given in writing eve- 
rything, whatever you wanted— 
my will, my executive (?) power, 
everything . Disaster will happen 
if you cannot manage it. Hm?" 
(Room Conversation, 2/10/1977) 

"I have already given every- 
thing in writing ." 

(Room Conversation, 3/10/1977) 
"They misunderstand me. 
Unless it is there from me in writ- 
ing, there are so many things 
that "Prabhupada said."" 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 2/9/1975) 
"just like in our ISKCON there 
are so many false things: "Prab- 
hupada said this, Prabhupada 
said that/" 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 7/11/1 972) 

And there is no mention any- 
where of Srila Prabhupada asking 
the GBC to elect a self-effulgent 


successor. Indeed, at the outset 
(quote from Jayadvaita Swami) we 
presented the GBC accepting that 
Srila Prabhupada did not order 
the GBC to authorise any diksa gu- 
rus, whether self-effulgent or not. 
Hence, we cannot circumvent the 
lack of an order for guru successors 
by proposing we follow a histori- 
cal system for which there is also 
no order! 

Thus, we have no order for any 
guru successors via any system. In- 
stead, as Srila Prabhupada warned, 
we only have so many "false things" 
claiming that "Prabhupada said 
this, Prabhupada said that." 

Srila Prabhupada's order 

Not only did Srila Prabhupada 
not give the same order for a GBC- 
elected successor as that given by 
his Guru Maharaja, he specifical- 
ly rejected it, stating that his "suc- 
cessors" would be the GBC manag- 
ers themselves, rather than a guru 
successor elected from the GBC, as 
in the case of the Gaudlya Matha: 

Interviewer: "What happens 
when that inevitable time comes 
when a successor is needed?" 

Ramesvara:"He is asking ab- 
out the future, who will guide the 
Movement in the future." 

Srila Prabhupada: "They will 
guide. I am training them." 

Interviewer: "Will there be one 
spiritual leader, though?" 

Srila Prabhupada: "No, I am 
training GBC, 1 8 all over the world." 
(Interview, 10/6/1976) 

Thus, we have to follow the or- 
ders Srila Prabhupada did give and 
not those he did not give. He did 
not order guru successors, nor did 
he order the successor system his 
Guru Maharaja ordered. He did or- 
der a representational "rtvik" sys- 
tem whereby all those joining 
ISKCON would continue to be- 
come his initiated disciples — via 
the July 9th, 1 977 directive. And 
he did order a GBC to simply man- 
age this and the other systems he 
ordered. Unfortunately, instead of 


the ultimate goal is never ne- 
glected." 

(Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, Adi-lila, 7.37) 

"An acarya who comes for 
the service of the Lord cannot be 
expected to conform to a stere- 
otype , for he must find the ways 
and means by which Krspa con- 
sciousness may be spread." 

(Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, Adi-lila, 7.31- 
32) 

"But the directions should be 
taken from scriptures. But there 
are many scriptures. So acarya 
means, just like Gosvamis, they 
would read all the scriptures and 
take the essence of it and give it 
to his disciples that, "You act like 
this." Because he knows what 
to give, how to manipulate, so 
that his ekantatah sreyas will be 
achieved. Ultimate goal. There- 
fore the acarya knows how to 
adjust things, at the same time 
keep pace with the spiritual in- 
terest. That is acarya. It is not 
that the same thing to be ap- 

plied everywhere. " 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 20/2/1 973) 

This is why our authority can- 
not be historical precedent, or tra- 
dition, or the orders of previous 
acaryas, but only the recorded or- 
ders of our acarva. Srila Prabhupada 
— and thereby remain in the"Pra- 
bhupada-Only Paradigm" (POP).

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Srila Prabhupada’s Orders v. Dreams 


A s we saw on the previous page, 
the lack of authorisation for 
diksa guru successors cannot be 
circumvented by claiming no au- 
thorisation at all is required. Hence, 
another "fix" is proposed. 

Receiving orders through 
dreams 

Acknowledging both that au- 
thorisation from Srila Prabhupa- 
da for diksa guru succession is re- 
quired, and that no such authori- 
sation exists, it has been proposed 
that Srila Prabhupada may direct- 
ly appear to a guru aspirant in a 
dream and "order" him to become 
his guru successor. And again, his- 
torical precedence is claimed to 
support this theory, in that there 
have been instances in scripture of 
the acaryas receiving instructions 
through dreams. 

There is a great irony in this 
proposal. Srila Prabhupada's phys- 
ical absence is normally used as 
the very reason for why guru suc- 
cession needs to occur in the first 
place, due to the guru needing 
to be "living" so that pariksa (mu- 
tual examination between guru 
and disciple), and pariprasna (in- 
quiry from the disciple), can take 
place. But, amazingly, when Sri- 
la Prabhupada is required to give 
guru succession orders, his phys- 
ical absence magically becomes 
no impediment at all! Clearly, if 
Srila Prabhupada is deemed able 
to communicate personal orders in 
his physical absence, there is also 
no bar to him performing all the 
functions of diksa — thus eliminat- 
ing the reason put forward for why 
we need a successor diksa guru! 

Authorisation requires 
authorised method! 

However, we face the same 
fundamental flaws with this "or- 
ders by dreams" system as in the 
proposal in the previous article: 

1 ) We must follow the orders 
of the acarya — POP — and they 
may or may not be exactly the 


same as those issued historically. 
Thus, the fact that an acarya may 
have used a certain "dream system" 
in the past, does not mean that the 
current acarya will do so. We would 
need to examine his orders to see if 
he actually authorised such a sys- 
tem. 

2) Srila Prabhupada has not or- 
dered that "dreams" will be an au- 
thorised medium via which he will 
issue orders in the future. 

In theory, Srila Prabhupada 
could have established any num- 
ber of systems for giving or- 
ders. He could give these orders 
through dreams; through "chan- 
nelling" them via certain devo- 
tees; or through appearing in vi- 
sions, and so on. There is no limit 
imposed on Srila Prabhupada for 
ordering such systems. But he nev- 
er ordered that he would be guid- 
ing ISKCON through any of these 
methods. Rather, the only meth- 
od Srila Prabhupada has author- 
ised for issuing orders to ISKCON, 
is his recorded instructions (books, 
letters, etc), which is the basis of 
POP, and they do not sanction any 
other method outside his own re- 
corded instructions for receiving 
orders. 

Just as a guru successor needs 
to be authorised, how he is author- 
ised also needs to be authorised, 
otherwise it defeats the whole pur- 
pose of a guru successor needing 
to be authorised, if this authorisa- 
tion can come via a method which 
itself has not been authorised! Just 
as we need an order to come from 
Srila Prabhupada, we also need an 
order from Srila Prabhupada that 
he will be issuing these orders in 
the future via dreams, or which- 
ever method one claims is an au- 
thorised channel. Otherwise, if au- 
thorisation can come via a channel 
which is itself not authorised, then 
any channel could be deemed po- 
tent for transmitting the orders of 
Srila Prabhupada, whether it is the 
"votes of the GBC", the "wisdom of 
the Gaudlya Matha sadhus"/' what 


Krsna told me in my heart", and so 
on. Which would effectively ob- 
viate the need for authorisation 
from Srila Prabhupada complete- 
ly, since, in this scenario, any and 
every channel could be considered 
automatically authorised for re- 
ceiving Srila Prabhupada's orders. 

Not authorised 

The absence of an order from 
Srila Prabhupada directing that 
"dreams" will be a method through 
which he will issue instructions in 
the future is itself enough to estab- 
lish that this is not a method au- 
thorised by Srila Prabhupada. Ad- 
ditionally, we can also note that he 
actually condemned such a meth- 
od as the means for his disciples to 
receive orders: 

"So far dreaming is concer- 
ned, we regard dreaming con- 
dition as another form of illu- 
sion or maya, only more subtle, 
that's all. But just like we may 
be serving Krsna in our wak- 
ing state and thinking about 
Him then, so also it is possible 
to dream about Krsna and the 
Spiritual Master and so many 
things. But generally we should 
not take such dreaming very se- 

riously, these are not very im- 
portant matters. But if we occa- 
sionally dream of Krsna, that is 
nice, that means you are mak- 
ing advancement in Krsna Con- 
sciousness. But do not take such 
things very seriously, important 
business is to become conscious 
of Krsna all the time by absorb- 
ing the mind, body, and words in 
pleasing Krsna, [...] In this way, 
you will become too much busy 

serving Krsna and there will be 

not time for feeling emotions 

or dreaming, that is advanced 
stage of spiritual perfection." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 9/1977, 
emphases added) 

"Not that one acarya will say, 

"I have seen"— so-called acarya , 
not real acarya — "I have seen 
in dream "The other day the let- 



ter came? He has seen, realized 
in dream, nitai-gaura radhe-sya - 
ma. This is not the process. Pro- 
cess is the sastra, authority. That 
is ... We have to ... Not that jug- 
glery: "I have seen in dream. I 
have to become guru." No." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 30/1 1 /1 976) 

Conclusion 

Both these proposals — no or- 
der required and "order through 
dreams" — arise because it is arg- 
ued that it is not possible for Sri- 
la Prabhupada to have personal- 
ly authorised all possible gurus 
before his departure. Thus, either 
such sanction is not required, or it 
must be done via dreams. But, Sri- 
la Prabhupada could easily have al- 
lowed for such a situation by listing 
any number of systems or meth- 
ods to enable him to provide such 
future sanction, if he so desired. He 
could have said that no authorisa- 
tion is required and anyone who 
decides himself to become a diksa 
guru successor can do so. Or that 
he authorises the GBC to certify 
such guru successors. Or that he 
will order through dreams. And so 
on. But he never did any of this. 
Which means he did not sanction 
any guru successors at all. 
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ISKCON Guru’s Shameless Double Standard 


A perfect example of the "dream" channel — which we debunked on the previous page — being used to justify the guru hoax, is the following state- j 
ment from ISKCON GBC-elected guru hoaxer HH Bhakti Vikasa Swami ("BVKS"): 

"Believe it or not, a few nights ago Srila Prabhupada very mercifully came to me in a dream and instructed me to write educational and phil- 
osophical books. It was the first time His Divine Grace had given me such intimate darsana, yet he did not chastise me, as he would surely 
have done had he been displeased with my serving as a guru in his service." 

(BVKS, 3/1 0/2004, Text PAMHO:8817886) 

BVKS claims that his nonverbal dream communication is evidence that his usurping Srila Prabhupada's position as ISKCON s diksa guru is bona fide, 
because Srila Prabhupada did not chastise him in the dream! Though he claims such nonverbal communication with Srila Prabhupada which came in 
his mind is bona fide, he shamelessly berates a devotee who claimed to also have had nonverbal communication with Srila Prabhupada which came 
in his mind via Srila Prabhupada's murti (sacred effigy); saying it is imagination. Instead, the guru must verbally "tell you" what to do: 

"And anyway ... and people, how, they can't get sufficient guidance because this so-called rtvik person, they, says ... then they want guidance, 
'What should I do?"l don't know.' [...] 'Prabhupada's your guru, ask Prabhupada.' And then they go and pray to Prabhupada and somethin g. 
comes in their mind, some imagination [.. .] so they went before Prabhupada's murti and prayed to Prabhupada, and Prabhupada told that dev- 
otee, who subsequently told me, 'Prabhupada told me to kick you in the face.' [. . .] So this is what you get when you, this imagination of, 'Prab- 
hupada's my guru.' But that's not what sastra . . . you have to have someone t e ll you, 'This is what you should do. ' Personal guidance is required. 
(BVKS Lecture, 4/2/2013, emphases added) 

BVKS also states that Srila Prabhupada's physical absence has no bearing on whether or not he can be accepted as guru: 

"the relationship with the spiritual master is not based on physical presence. [...] There was no question of just walking up to Srila Prabhupa- 
da and talking to him, nor even of getting an appointment to see him. [...] We couldn't even write to him, because we were told not to disturb 
him with letters. We were told simply to serve his mission and that would be our relationship with him. So we did, and ! didn t feel anything 
lacking in my connection with Srila Prabhupada. I worked for him and prayed to him, fully believing in his transcendental ability to accept and 
respond to my offerings. It appeared that we had never even really met, but we had. Otherwise, how could I offer myself and all my actions to 
Srila Prabhupada, and how could he accept my offerings? We hardly met on the material platform, but we certainly did on the spiritual plat- 
form. Even though I saw very little of Srila Prabhupada, he effected a total change in every aspect of my life. [...] How was all this possible with 
so little personal contact? [...] Spiritual relationships are not limited by material time and space. Some disciples of Srila Prabhupada never even 
saw him at all . But their intimate relationship with him continues to sustain their lives in Krsna consciousness." 

(BVKS, My Memories of Srila Prabhupada, 2003, emphasis added) 

Through his personal example, experiences and teachings, BVKS makes it absolutely clear that Srila Prabhupada's physical presence is not relevant to 
whether or not Srila Prabhupada can be someone's guru, since one can still receive personal guidance from him without such physical presence. How- 
ever, he shamelessly berates anyone else who wishes to accept Srila Prabhupada as their guru now, by claiming that this is not possible since Srila Prab- 
hupada must be physically present in order to receive personal guidance from him: 

"but then if Prabhupada's your guru, then who's going to train you, who’s going to guide you? [...] So gurus are needed for personal guidance, philo- 
sophical guidance, because even though the philosophy, the basic philosophy is very simple to understand, by the power of maya we are all very 
expert at misunderstanding, and doubts arise [...] you have to have someone tell you, 'This is what you should do.' Personal guidance is required. 
(BVKS Lecture, 4/2/201 3) 


In both cases, this shameless double standard is engaged in simply because BVKS wants to oppose the idea that Srila Prabhupada is the guru for an- 
yone else, so that Srila Prabhupada does not compete with BVKS's own program of usurping Srila Prabhupada's position as the diksa guru of ISKCON. 
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
